Discussion of a county ordinance 
to prevent shipment of citrus 
stocks from areas where quick de- 
cline has been found, will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting of Tulare 
county supervisors and represen- 
tatives of the citrus industry, with 
representatives of the state agri- 
cultural commissioner’s office. 

Date for the meeting has not as 
yet been set. At a meeting held 
last week, attended by citrus 
people and supervisors, it was stat- 
ed that the board of supervisors 
is willing to take any action nec- 
essary, however, an ordinance, to 
be effective, would have to fit in 
with program of the state agricul- 
tural commissioner. 

It is stated that about 80 per 
cent of bearing citrus trees in Tu- 
lare county are on stock suscep- 
tible to quick decline. Oscar Hemp- 
hill, county agricultural commis- 
sioner, states that the disease is 
known to be transmitted by the 
Meyer lemon and the mandarine 
orange; he said the disease could 
be lying dormant ini trees of these 
varieties in the county.

The federal government owns 
472 million acres (one-fourth the 
acreage of all 48 states) in «the 
contintental U.S. The cost of all 
real property owned by the gov- 
ernnment was $40.8 billion as of 
December 31, 1953.
